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THE COTTONSEED SITUATION. 
The season has now sufficiently ad- 
vanced to admit of an intelligent esti 
mate of the amount of seed that will 
find its way to the mills, and of the 
outlook for the crop year. Earlier ia 


the season the opinion prevailed that 


owing to the Ligher prices being paid 


for seed thé planters would market a 


larger proportion of the crop harvest- 
ed, but as seed continued to come in 
slowly the inducements offered have 
increased until now the prices paid 
exceed those paid last year by fifty 


to one hundred per cent, but this, it 
is now apparent, will not cause the 
amount marketed to equal that of last 


year. Heretofore, it has been esti- 


mated that about one-third of the 
seed harvested has found its way to 
the mills, and it is believed that this 
year, for the reasons already cited, 
the proportion wili be larger, but 
nevertheless the total amount to be 
crushed this year will fall short 
The de- 
estimated 
from twenty-five to forty per cent. 
Those who make the larger estimate 
do so on the belief that but little more 
seed is to be expected to come in and 
on the fact that the mills will this 
year practically cease crushing about 
But we be- 
lieve that twenty-five per cent. reduc- 
tion will be found nearer correct as 
the crushing capacity was largely in- 
creased during the year, and this is a 
factor which should be taken into ac-

That there have been instances where 


this plan has been pursued is not 


questioned, but inquiry shows that 
the scheme finds little favor and is 
by no means general. 
for all these changes, and estimating 
that the total amount of seed mark- 
eted will be fully one-half of the 
crop, there will still be a considerable 
shortage, as the total amount harv- 
ested was far short of that of last 
year. 

The higher prices being paid for 
seed has, of course, had its effect on 
the market prive of the products, but 
it is not probable, in view of the 
recent sharp advance in the price of 
oil, that crushers have suffered there- 
from. With the price of oil advanc- 
ing to a point entirely unlooked for 
at the opening of the season, and in 
view of the fact that oil from Egyp- 
tian seed is of exceptional quality 
this year and offered freely in the 
European markets, the demand for 
export will be much lighter, but as 
the home consumption has been in- 
creased by reason of the high price of 
lard and other greases, there need be 
no fear of accumulation; in fact it is 
now apparent the production and re- 
quiremets for consumption will be 
nearer equal than in former years— 
that there will be no shortage nor 
wili there be a large surplus to be 
carried over into the next year. 


THE LINSEED OIL OUTLOOK. 


The recent advance in linseed oil, 
however it may be accounted for by 
crushers in both the East and West, 
has a deep significance for the trade 
at large. Its simultaneous announce- 
ment at all consumptive centers indi- 
cates that producers have in some 
way arrived at a point where they 
feel able to present an unwavering 
front to consumers. Whether or not 
a combination has been directly 
formed is best known to those chiefly 
interested. On general principles, it 
would seem safe to say thatif any 
understanding has been reached, the 
bright minds which control this im 





But allowing 


portant industry have been careful to 
keep within the letter of the statutes, 
State as well as National. 

Certain facts, however, stand out in 
bold relief. The past two years have 
been ones of rare vicissitude to lin- 
seed oil crushers. Few, very few 
mills have paid a return upon the 
capital} invested. This has been 
especially true of the West, where 
factional spirit was not altogether 
free from personal animosity. Self- 
interest is as fundamental a law of 
human nature as self-preservation. 
After a disastrous experience extend- 
ing over some twenty-four months, 
every one was ready to call a halt. 
Everybody knows the outcome. A 
comrarison of views was had and a 
basis of agreement was reached. Its 
terms have not been made public, but 
it is safe to assume that some satis- 
factory provision was made for the 
weak-kneed brethren. Immediately 
thereafter came an advance, which 
has been followed by others, the last 
being made at the dullest season of 
the year, and being apparently much 
in the nature of a gauntlet of de- 
fiance. 

All these facts point to one con- 
clusion, united action on the part of 
the crushing interest will recoup 
past losses, and the middleman or 
consumer whois looking for a weak 
joint in the line asat present formed 
will need the lantern of Diogenes. 
Trade secrets have been carefuiiy 
guarded, but it is not unlikely that 
the future will add one more 
proof to the truth of the aphoriom 
that ‘a chain is no _ stronger 
than its weakest link. ’’A cut in prices 
atone point would probably be fol 
lowed by a corresponding lowering of 
quotations all along the line. Temp 
tation to dispose of accumulations 
and to slaughter stocks would thus be 
removed. A new _ season’s_ busi- 
ness will soon commence. We 
cungratulate both branches of the 
trade—producers and consumers alike 
—that they are likely to see a steadi- 
ness to which they have been strangers 


for years.

AGAINST THE WHISKEY TRUST. 


The wholesale liquor dealers are 
evidently in earnest this time, and 
propose to make themselves inde- 
pendent of the Whiskey Trust by 
entering into competition with it as 
manufacturers on a scale sutticiently 
large to provide for their own re- 
quirements and leave something 
over for the supply of those who are 
not disposed to put up with the ex- 
actions of the Trust. The committee 
of eleven appointed at a recent meet- 
ing of the wholesale liquor trade were 
in secret session for three hours on 
Wednesday last and while the nature 
of their deliberations was not made 
public, it was given out that the pro- 
posed opposition to the Trust was in 
a fair way to assume practical form. 

In the meantime other branches of 
trade whose interests are even more 
seriously affected by the attitude of 
the Trust have not beenidle. The 
Philadelphia Drug Exchange has 
taken steps to bring the matter to 
the attention of Congress in such a 
way as to insure prompt remedial 
measures if its representations re- 
ceive the consideration to which 
they are entitled. While no decisive 
action has been taken by the New 
York drug trade efforts are making 
to organize the different branches in 
an attack upon the Trust through 
legislative channels Every man- 
ufacturing chemist, every manufac- 
turer of pharmaceutical preparations, 
and many of the makers of proprie- 
tary medicines have found the cost 
of production greatly increased by 
the large advance in alcuhol, and 


each feels that something should be 
done to relieve him of an unneces- 






sary burden, In the West, where 
this increase in manufacturing cost is 
particularly felt, efforts are being 
made to invoke the aid of the law in 
compelling the Trust to recede from 
its position. 

If there were any legitimate reason 
for the large increase in the price of 
spirits, itis generally conceded that 
the advance would be accepted with- 
out protest, but it is well understood 
that the Trust has not been forced to 
raise prices, because of the enhanced 
cost of raw material, and that it is 
actuated solely by a desire to make 
the most of the monopoly of produc- 
tion it now enjoys, having an eye in 
the meantime to the possible en- 
hancement of the value of its present 
manufactured product by the pro- 
posed increase in the internal revenue 
tax. Itis generally believed that it 
it is the possible future profit to be 
gained by such an increase in the 
tax that has induced it to raise the 
price ofspirits to a parity with im- 
port cost, beyond which of course it 
dare not go. By making such an ex- 
treme price consumption is discour- 
aged and the Trustis enabled to accu- 
mulate large supplies, which in any 
event will bring it a profit, and in case 
the tax is increased, will represent an 
enormous gain, that can only be cal- 
culated by millions, 

There is certainly room for Con- 
gressional investigation. The Trust 
by its action brings itself under con- 
demnation as restraining trade, and 
if any proof other than that already 
adduced was required in support of 
this contention it may be found in 
the attitude presented bythe Trust 
to the export trade as contrasted with 
its treatmentof home consumers. In 
fixing export prices the Trust has 
been compelled to acknowledge the 
force of competition in marketing its 
goods abroad. Having no competi- 
tion in the home market it makes 
such prices as it sees fit, but in com. 
petiting for foreign trade it cannot 
afford to assume such an arrogant 
position. Therefore, it has ad- 
vanced the export price but ten cents 
per wine gallon, while the quotation 
to home buyers has been raised thirty 
cents, and would no doubt be carried 
higher but for the fear of foreign 
competition in the home market.

BLUE VITRIOL MAY BE MUCH 
HIGHER, 

For many months there has been no 
profit in the production of blue vitriol, 
competition and other causes keeping 
the price down to an abnormally low 
figure. One of the oldest and largest 
manufacturers found it expedient a 
vear ago to abandon the manufacture 
of the chemical and at no time since 
has there been enough in it to war- 
rant him in resuming production. 
However, the output of the other 
makers seems to have been more than 
sufficient to supply the demands of 
consumption, and for this reason, 
probably more than any other, the 
price has been kept down to unprofit- 
able figures. Recently there has been 
a sufficient enlargement of the con- 
sumption to enable the makers to get 
somewhat higher prices, so that for 
the commoner grades three and a 
quarter cents, and forthe better qual- 
ities three and three-eighths to three 
and a half cents are obtained. Still 
even these prices do not admit of a 
profit, except possibly at the out- 
side figure, for at anything under 
three anda half cents, the manuface 
turer loses money as we shall prese 
ently show. 

Few if any of the consumers realize 
that changes in the process of manu- 
facturing blue vitriol have been 
going on for a long time, with the ree 
sult that the industry has been com- 
pletely revolutionized, and that the 
point has been reached where &@ Ma 
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The looking glass manufacturers of 
Belgium have formed a syndicate to 
limit the production in that line for 
the next five years.

terial advance in market prices is ab- 
aolutely necessary and seems certain 
to come sooner or later. In extract- 
ing silver from copper ore the blue 
vitriol process was until recently the 
only one that could be advan- 
tageously employed. Under former 
methods of applying this process the 
amount of silver extracted was the 
basis of the manufacturer’s calcula- 
tions in fixing the market price of 
blue vitriol. The larger the percent- 
age of silver recovered, the lower, of 
course, could be made the selling 
price of blue vitriol. Since the intro- 
duction of the electrolytic process of 
extracting copper and silver from the 
ore, the blue vitriol method of de- 
silverizing can not be profitably em- 
ployed, and the manufacturers are 
now compelled to calculate cost of pro- 
duction on the value of the copper con- 
tents of the blue vitriol. These are 
only a fraction more than twenty- 
five pounds of metal to one hundred 
pounds of blue vitriol, so that in each 
pound of the latter there is fully 
three cents worth of copper. The 
profit on the silver by-product, hav- 
ing now to be left out of the ealcu- 
lation, it will be seen that it would 
pay the manufacturers better to re- 
duce the sulphate to metallic copper, 
unless they can get over three and a 
half cents per pound for their blue 
vitriol. 

That is the theoretical view of the 
matter, but the practical side of the 
question presents a rather different 
aspect, since the questions of cost 
and expediency do not always control 
the actions of manufacturers and 
therefore such conditions as have pre- 
vailed in the blue vitriol market for 
over a year past might eontinue in- 
definitely were it not that indications 
of consumption exceeding production 
are becoming marked. Not only is 
the use of blue vitriol largely extend 
ing in this country, but the very con- 
ditions that are now indicated here 
have become an actuality on the 
other side. The foreign manufactu- 
rers since the idoption of the elec- 
trolitic method above referred to have 
seized the opportunity to produce 
copper instead of blue vitriol, with 
the result that the latter is becoming 
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ACETIC ACID IN BETTER POSITION. 


There has been a slight advance in 
in acetic acid, but if present condi- 
tions hold, the improvement may be 
the forerunner of much better prices. 
Manufacturers have become tired of 
selling so close to the cost of produc- 
tion as they have been doing for more 
than a year past, and have come to 
the conclusion that they might as 
well make a profit. So some of the 
more influential manufacturers have 
interested themselves in bringing the 
trade together on a uniform line of 
action, with the resuit above referred 
to. No formal combination or ‘‘trust,”’ 
as such trade organizations are now 
popularly characterized, has been 
formed, but a very close understand- 
ing has been reached to put the acid 
on a more profitable fuoting, and we 
are reliably informed that all the 
acetic acid manufacturers in the 
country are parties to it. 

Those who originated the move 
ment weré induced to take the step 
because there was no possible chance 
of making a profit so long as each 
man: facturer was pulling against 
the others. It was held that there 
was enough business for all, but it 
needed to be regulated if any one was 
to get back more than he put into it. 
Therefore, an agreement to make 
a uniform price was_ presented 
to the various manufacturers, 
and met with unanimous approval. 
Itis proposed to stop making con- 
tracts for forward delivery, and it is 
understood that the price fixed will 
ke good only during the month in 
which it is made. For instance, while 
one and three-quarters cents will buy 
during January, no goods will be 
sold for February delivery at that or 
any other figure until the Feb- 
ruary price is fixed. In adopting 
this policy the manufacturers’ design

There is nopresent reason to antici- 
pate such departure from the policy 
which has controlled this industry 
during the existence of that organiza.

As we understand it, the object of 
the manufacturers is not to disturb 
the market by making frequent 
changes in the market price of acetic 
acid. They do not propose to aivance 
quotations, unless the cost of produc- 
tion makes such a change necessary, 
and, if they fulfill their promise, and 
there is no doubt that they will, if the 
cost of production is decreased, the 
consumer will have the benefit of it. 
In any event, the period of demorali- 
zation and extremely low prices seems 
to have been ended.

Dealers in oleomargarine in one 
state may often receive packages of 
oleomargarine from manufacturers 
in other states marked according to 
the laws of the United States, and not 
according to the laws of their own 
state. If, onreceiving such packages, 


they store them with the intention of | 


marking them as required by the 
statutes of their state before they 
either expose them for sale or seil 
them or intend to sell them, there is 
no violation of the laws of their state 
laws. This is in accordance with a 
recent decision of the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court of Massachusetts. 

The members of the cottonseed oil 
trade who have been skirmishing 
about the South looking up tank cars, 
did some lively hustling to get 
through in time,to return home 
to particitate in the yuletide fes 
tivities. From all accounts it was 
quite a scramble and keen wit was 
displayed by some of the searchers to 
outwit their brethren on the same 
mission for competing interests. They 
all seemed happy on their return, but 
whether this was the result of success 
in the hunt or due to return home 
they have not proclaimed from the 
housetops.

The announcement is made by the 
German Kali Works that Mr. Otto 
Benecke has been appointed their 
special representative in the United 
States and Canada, with offices in this 
city. The products of these works 
have been popular in the American 
markets for the last quarter of a 
of a century and their use is rapidly 
extending. The products include 
muriate of potash, sulphate of potash, 
double manure galt, kainit, sylvinit, 
kieserit, and other manure salts, 
which are sold to the leading chem- 
ical and fertilizer manufacturers. Mr. 
Benecke, who is well and favorably 
known here, was formerly one of the 
managers for the firm at the works at 
Stassfurt, Germany, and has come to 
the United States to push the busi- 
ness more systematically, The for- 
mer agents will act as importers in 
the future, thus continuing an interest 
in these products. 


The cotton plant, which has for so 
many centuries furnished a large part 
of the population of the globe with 
clothing, seems to be almost without 
limit in its usefulness, remarks a 
scientific authority. According to 
Mr. Consul Portal, of Zanzibar, cotton 
seed is also capable of yielding sugar. 
A process has been discovered for ex- 
tracting sugar from cotton seed meal, 
and, though the details of this pro- 
cess have not been disclosed, it is 
said thatthe product obtained is of 
very superior grade, being 15 times 
sweeter than cane sugar and 20 times 
more so than sugar made from beet. 
It cannot, however, enter into compe- 
tition as an aiticle of commerce with 
ordinary sugar, owing to its peculiar 
tendency to ferment and sour. This 
peculiarity may be due to some chem- 
ical conditions of its extraction, and 
a German chemist is at present en- 
gaged on a series of experiments with 
the view of discovering some means 
of neutralizing this tendency. 


The inventor and sole owner of a 
process which is claimed will com- 
pletely revolutionize the manufacture 
of plate glass and make the tank sys- 
tem a success, was in Pittsburg last 
week and gave an idea of his method 
of making plate glass. The inven- 
tion consists of machinery that works 
automatically so that the entire con- 
tents of a tank can be utilized. A 
dipper works so that molten glass 
from the middle of a tank is removed 
and poured upon the beds. Under 
present methods the pots have to be 
cleaned every eight or twelve hours, 
but with the new process the work, it 
is claimed, can go on for a week 
without interruption. It is stated 
that with the tank a great mass of 
material settles to the bottom so that 


all utilized floats on top. The inven- 
tor claims that his process will cheap- 
en manufacture at least 60 per cent. 
He has a model of the new a) paratus 
and steps have already been taken 
to form a company among Pittsburg 
capitalists. 


After a desperate struggle of many 
months aga!nust adversity, the Guion 
Line of steamships have succumbed, 
and the managers have officially an- 
nounced that they were going out of 
business. The company depended to 
a great extent on its immigration 
traffic, and when the recent restric- 
tions were placed by the Treasury of- 
ficials on immigration it began to 
lose money, but bore up bravely until 
it became evident that it could not 
longer profitably continue its busi- 
ness. The Guion Line began on a 
small scale. Its original fleet was 
made up of ordinary packet ships 
Stephen Guion was its founder and 
— was continued after his 

eath, 


The Board of Managers of the Pro. 
duce Exchange have suspended Ed- 
win L. Johnson for failure to carry 
out acontract with Whitman Brothers, 
exporters of cottonseed oil. On 
November 16th, Johuson contracted 
with Whitman Brothers to deliver 
1,000 barrels of cottonseed oil in 
tank cars to be furnished by Whit- 
man Bros. as needed,from two points 
given in Texas. He failed to do this. 
The price of cottonseed oil had gone 
up after the time of sale and 
the 1,000 barrels were worth about 
$8,000 more than they had been sold 
for. Mr. Johnson pleaded that 
he re;rsanted the sellers, two 
Texas companies, and that they 
failed to deliver the oil to him, and if 
any one was at fault it was the com- 
panies. Whitman Brothers replied 
that they never heard of the oil com 
panies, and knew Johnson as prin- 
cipal. They brought the case before 
the complaint committee, which de- 
cided against Mr. Johnson, and then 
it went to the Board of Managers. 
Mr. Johnson is suspended during the 
pleasure of the board. A letter from 
Mr. Johnson stating his case clearly 
will be found in another column. 

Some yearsago there was published 
by the Massachusetts Board of Health 
a remarkable report concerning the 
presence of arsenic in dangerous 
quantities on the surface of wall pa- 
pers and other papers andin certain 
textile goods. Since that time much 
evidence has been published by phy- 
sicians with respect to the effect of 
arsenic in wall papers and woven 
fabrics upon persons who had become 
their patients, and an attempt to pre 
vent by legislation the sale of goods 
containing arsenic led to a thorough 
discussion of the (juestion in the Mas 
sachusetts Legislature last year. A 
law was passed forbidding ;the 
sale of “children’s toys or confec 
tionery containing or coated wholly 
or in part with arsenic,’? and em 
powering the Board of Health to 
make an investigation as to the pres 
ence of arsenic in wall papers, woven 
fabrics or other goods offered for sale. 
The result of the investigation has 
been published and shows that great 
improvement has been made in the 
colors employed, and that the per- 
centage of arsenic found has been 
very much smaller, while for many 
purposes new dyes or colors contain- 
ing no arsenic have been employed. 

The second annual dinner of the 
Nichols Chemical Co.. tendered by Mr 
W. H. Nichols, president, to the off» 
cers and staff of the company, took 
piace at the Oxford Club, Brooklyn, 
on Wednesday evening, and was a 
most delightful affair. Represent- 
atives from -.the various works 
and mines of the company, both 
in Canada and the United States, 
were present. After the elegant menu 
hdd been discussed, all were enter- 
tained by bright and witty speeches 
from the various gentlemen present. 
When Mr. Sandford H. Steele, counsel 
for the company, was called upon he 
turned the tables on the president by 
presenting him on behalf of the officers 
and staff of the company, as a slight 
testimonial of their respect and af- 
fectionate regard, with an elegant al- 
bum containing the thirty-two photo 
graphs of the executive force of 
the company. The cover of the 
album held a_ plate, suitably in- 
scribed, made from the fitst electro- 
lytic copper produced at their works 
at Laurel Hill, and will meeraey be 
prized as a valuable memento of the 
occasion. One very noticeable fact 
about this company is that the entire 
force is composed of young men all 
in the prime of life; another is the un- 
apimity with which they work.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Indiana State Inspector of Oils, 
in his annual report, states that dur- 
ing the past year the production of 
petroleum has increased 20,000 bar- 
rels. The total product was 234 977. 
barrels These figures put Indiana 
among the oil producing States. 


The British ship Minister of Marine, 
from Liverpool for Rio Janeiro, 
which was towed into Belfast Lough 
with her cago of coal and petroleum 
afire has been scuttled after burning 
to the water's edge. Part of a cargo 
may be raised, but itis believed the 
ship will be a total loss. 


The use of petroleum as fuel on 
torpedo boats has been decided 
against by the special commission of 
the French Government, because out 
of ten cans of petroleum experimented 
with under the conditions in which 
they would be placed on board tor- 
pedo boats eight became ignited from 
concussion after twelve shots had 
been fired upon the armor plate pro- 
tecting them. 


The British petroleum steamship 
Weewawken, from Avonmouth for 
New York, put into Halifax, N.S., 
on December 25, badly damaged and 
her crew exhausted. She had met 
with heavy weather, and alarge quan- 
tity of water found its way below. 
The pumps became choked by the 
ashes getting into the bilges, and, as 
the water could not be gotten out, the 
engine-room was flooded and there 
was danger of the fires being put out. 
It required all the hands at the pumps 
to save the vessel. 


The Seneca Oil Works, limited, of 
Warren, Pa., have recently started in 
business manufacturing lubricating 
and illuminating oils under the man- 
agement of Chapin, a 
practical refiner of many year’s expe 
rience, The works are built accord- 
ing to the latest modern improve- 
ments and of large capacity. The 
name adopted by this firm being the 
original by which petroleum was first 
known and used for medicinal pur- 
poses by the aborigines, might indi- 
cate a continuation of this article of 
commerce as a cure all for the ills of 
man, but we are advised they will 
limit its use exclusively peel gage.

Cottonseed Oil Dispute. 
New York, Dec. 30, 1892. 
E/itor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORER: 
Referring to my suspension from 
the New York Produce Exchange, 
which I presume you will publish as 
amatter of news this week, permit 
me afew words. The contract with 
Whitman Bros. reads as follows: 
*“*To WuitMAN Bros. : 
We herewith confirm sale to you of 
1,000 bbls prime crude cotton oil, 
from Sulphur Springs and Wolfe 
City, Texas, at 26% cents per gallon 
delivered New York City, in tank 
ars, to be furnished the mills by you 
as needed.”’ 
(Signed) Epwin L. Jounson. 
Under this transactions, Messrs. 
Whitman Bros. had certain rights 
and certain duties; I ,had certain 
rights and certain duties; the mills 
had certain rights and certain 
duties. Now none of these rights 
or duties have been definitely 
settled in any way, even 
the New York Produce Exchange, 
except in so far that the X- 
change held I was a principal, and 
requested me to arbitrate. Acting 
on legal advice, that some of the 
rights or duties under this transaction 
might be prejudiced by action at this 
time, I refused to arbitrate, and by 
reference to the Board of Managers I 
was suspended from the Exchange. 
Messrs. Whitman Bros., acting for 
the Southern Cotton Oil Co., for 
whose account they say they pur- 
chased the oil, have done what they 
consider to be theirduty. The Board 
of Managers have done what they 
consider to be their duty. I am 
doing what I consider to be my duty. 
Though suspendnd, [I am a loyal 
member of the Exchange, and only 
regret that everybod’s rights and 
everybody’s duties cannot in this 
complicated case be settled in an off 
hand fashion. That everything will 
be settled, and everybody’s rights and 
duties tinally adjusted, my business 
record of fair play and equal justice 
ioward mills at the South and buyers 
at the North ougat to be sufficient 
evidence. More than this I cannot at 
this time say, and no more I tnink is 
necessary.

(Special Correspondence to the REPporTER, 
The Paint and Oil Club of New England. 


In sketching the history of the 
Paint and Oil Club of New England, 
the father of all organizations in the 
paint, oil and varnish trades through- 
out the country, we must go back to 
January 13, 1873. Or perhaps it would 
be advisable to travel back twenty- 
five years to 1867, or thereabouts, at 
which time there was a feeling pre- 
vailing among the merchants, not 
only paint dealers, but business men 
in other lines, that it would be a good 
plan to form a trade organization. 
This feeling gradually culminated in 
the formation of an association called 
the Boston Commercial Association, 
in April, 1871. This organization con- 
tinued in existence a few years, until, 
from lack of any special object in 
view, its membership began to dimin- 
ish, and the association was fully dis- 
banded from lack of support. After 
the last spark of life went out, occag- 
ions often presented themselves when 
a wish was expressed that the trade 
might act in unison in the considera- 
tion of various subjects. 


On the death of one of the promin- 
ent members the old Boston Commer- 
cial Association, who took great inter- 
est in its welfare and desired its suc- 
cess—members of the trade got to- 
gether and issued invitations to the 
trade to meet in the office of Howe & 
French to take such action as seemed 
proper on this occasion. That meet- 
ing was a success, as it drew together 
lifty or more gentlemen interested in 
the paint and oil business of Boston. 
At the close of the meeting a promin- 
ent member called attention to the 
fact that an organization on a busi- 
ness aud social basis would be a good 
thing for the trade. This resulted in 
a committee being appointed to take 
the matter under consideration and 
& meeting was held on the 28d day of 
February, 1884. 

At that meeting the Paint and Oil 
Club of New Eugiand was organized 
Later on the 
proposition was brought forward to 
incorporate matters of a business 
character with the social element, 
which has proven of great service, 
The experience of the New England 
trade in organized effort and co- 
operation attracted attention through- 
out the country, and on a similar 
basis other organizations have been 
formed. 


ihe history, the doings and the 
successes of the Paint and Oil Club 
of New Engiand during the past nine 
years are lamuliar to all, ‘Lhe club 
has taken up aud dealt with many 
matters of importance, and in most 
iustances Whose Misunderstandings, 
or wrougs [rom lack OL Couperation 
existed, amicable adjustments have 
been reached,

The South as a Field for Investment 
and Enterprise To-day. 


The writer firmly believes, from 
actual knowledge, that there is no 
part of the United States to-day that 
would better reipay investments, 
coupled with enterprise and care, 
than the South to-day. One must 
take a broad view of this question to 
fully understand it. It is unnecessary 
to speak of the mild climate of the 
Southern States, of the fewness of 
their population, of their magnificent 
waterways, new railroads, splendid 
forests, mountains of iron and coal, 
‘nd millions of acres of the finest 
farm lands in the world. 

All these are matters of statistics, 
and every school boy ought to know 
them from his intermediate geogra- 
phy. It is to history, however, that 
we must turn to see the reasons of 
the opportunities at the South. Labor 
was once the absolute slave, not in 
name but in fact, at the South, and 
the South prospered financially. This 
same labor freed, with its head filled 
with foolish notions and groundless 
fears, has decreased in effectiveness 
fully 50 per cent. since its emancipa 
tion. Warsand rumors of wars. force 
hills and rumors of force bills, an 
e10ormous and purchasable ignorant 
vote. all these things have retarded 
the development of the South at least 
ten years behind that of any other 
part of our country. 

Are the conditions which retarded 
the progress of the South now re- 
moved, and is this the opportunity 
which the writer referstc? We must 
be frank. They are not entirely re. 
moved. If they were, there would be 
such a flock of people to the South 
as has not been seen anywhere siace 
the gold discoveries in COoalifornia. 
All that the writer claims is that they 
are sufficiently removed and are 
being removed with increasing ratio 
from year to year tosuch an extent that 
the opportunities there noware better 
than elsewhere in this country. The 
most important changes are as fol- 
lows: ; 

By the Australian ballot its semi 
educational qualification, the domin 
ation of the Anglo-Saxon over the 
African race is assured by legitimate 
and peaceful methods in the future. 
Any one who has not taken an active 
part in the Southern elections, as the 
writer has, both before and after in 
troduction of this system, can appre 
ciate the enormous difference that 
has resulted in political methods. 

The Force Bill and its digturbing 
influences are dead beyond resurrec- 
tion. With the election of a Demo 
cratic President confidence and cour- 
age are restored at the South, where 
our best men never considered that 
they had a voice in the government 
with a Republican in the White 
House. It matters not whether their 
fears of the Republican party are well 
grounded or not, they existed and do 
exist, and act as a bar to enterprise. 

The timidity of capital is prover- 
bial. The fear of strife, of race con- 
flict, of governmental interference. 
alone have been sufficient to deter 
development und investment in the 
South. The war used up all the capi- 
tal of the South, and, relatively speak- 
ing, there is very little there to-day. 
The opportunities for such in- 
vestments are giyen in the trade 
papers of the South. In faei 
one can scarcely pick up a 
newspaper in any section in which 
an opportunity for investment in 
mines, furnaces, or m:uufacturing 
enterprises struggling with insuftici 
ent capital, or fine bodies of lead be- 
ing sold at a sacrifice, are not re- 
ported. 

It is no part of this letter to name 
these different opportunities; it is 
sufficient to call attention to the fact 
that they exist, the reason therefore, 
and to stimulate investigation 
tbrough the proper channels to those 
intended. 

No man, from the immigrant who 
is able to rent an acre of ground 
to the millionaire able to buy hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres, but what 
cau find the opportunity of his life at 
the South. orthern men, whether 
with willing hands or ready capital, 
are more welcome at the South to-day 
than ever before, especially if they be 
Republicans. 

ith Democrats in authority, dis- 
trust of Republicans is removed, and 
whatever effect the result of the re- 
cent elections may have on enter- 
prises at the North, it is the writer’s 
sincere belief that this result is the 
dawn of a new era ir business, agri- 
culture and manufacturing at the 
South. Readers of the Reporter can 
do no better this holiday season 
than to take a short trip South to see, 
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They will not need to wish the South 
BY A New Year. It is going to 
have one anyhow

Recent Appraisers’ Decisions. 


‘BLUE DEVELOPER’’—COAL TAR PREPA- 
RATION. 


In the matter of the protests of 
Wm. J. Matheson & Co., Limited, 
against the decision of the collector 
of customs at New York as to the 
rate and amount of duties charge- 
able on certain so-called ‘blue devel- 
oper,” imported per Amsterdam. De- 
cember 9, 1891; Rotterdam, April 1, 
1892, and Maasdam, May 10, 1892, the 
following is the opinion by General 
Appraiser Lunt: 

e find (1) that W. J. Matheson & 
Co., Limited, imported into the port 
of New York, December 9, 1891, April 
1 and May 19, 1892, certain so-called 
‘blue developer,” upon which duty 
was assessed at 25 per cent, ad valo- 
rem, under paragraph 76, N. T. 

(2) That said merchandise is a 
chemical compound and a coal tar 
preparation, not a color or dye. 

We hold that the same is dutiable 
at 20 per cent. ad valorem, under 
paragraph 19, N. T., as claimed, and 
the protests are sustained. 


OIL OF NUTMEG, 


In the matter of the protest of 
Fritzsche Brothers, against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain oil of 
nutmeg, imported per Dania, March 
8, 1892, the following is the opinion 
by General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find (1) that Messrs. Fritzsche 
Brothers imported into the port of 
New York, March 7, 1892, certain 
merchandise invoiced as oil of mace, 
upon which duty was assessed at 25 
per cent., under paragraph 76, N. T., 
as an essential oil not specially pro- 
vided for. 

(2) That said oil is essential oil of 
nutmeg and not oil of mace. 

The importers claim that said mer- 
chandise is oil of mace, entitled to 
free entry, under paragraph 661, N. T. 

Although afforded an opportunity 
to establish their claim, the import- 
ers offered no evidence in support 
thereof, and we act upon the report 
of the appraiser. 

The protest is overruled and the 
decision of the collector affirmed. 


AUROLENE AND AUROLENE A—COAL TAR 
COLORS. 

In the matter of the protests of 
Reed, Holliday & Son, against the 
decision of the collector of customs 
at New York as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain aurolene, imported per the ves- 
sels and on the dates named in an- 
nexed schedule, the following is the 
opinion bv General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find (1) that Messrs. Reed, Hol- 
liday & Son imported into the port of 
New York in the year 1892 certain so- 
called aurolene, as shown in the an- 
nexed schedule, and duty was as- 
sessed thereon at 35 per cent. ad va. 
lorem, under paragraph 18, N. T., as 
a coal tar color or dye. 

(2) That said merchandise was in- 
voiced as aurolene and aurolene A, 
and that the dominant and character- 
istic element thereof is derived from 
coal tar; that said aurolene is a chem- 
ical compound and a coal tar prepa 
ration, a color or dye, and is not an 
extract or decoction of dyewood. 

The importers claim that said mer- 
chandise is dutiable at seven eighths 
of a cent per pound, under paragraph 
26, N. T. 

We hold that said merchandise was 
dutiable at 35 per cent, as assessed, 
and overrule the protests. 


PYOKTANIN AND RESORCINE. 


In the matter of the protests of 
Merck & Co., against the decision of 
the collector of customs at New York 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain pyoktanin and 
resorcine, imported per Aller, June 
15, 1892, and Spaarndam, July 1, 1892, 
the following is the opinion by Gen 
eral Appraiser Lunt; 

We find, (1) That Messrs. Merck 
& Co. imported into the port of New 
York, June 15, and July 1, 1892, cer- 
tain so-called “pyoktanin,” upon 
which duty was assessed, under par- 
agraph 18, N. T. at 35 per cent. ad 
valorem as & coal tar color or dye not 
specially provided for, and on July 
1, 1892, certain so-called ‘‘resorcine,” 
covered by protest 33467 a, upon 
which duty was assessed as a chem- 
ical compound at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 76, N. T, 
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2. That said pyoktanin ie a chem- 
ical compound; that its characteristic 
and predominant element is derived 
from coal tar; that it is a carefully 
prepared coal tar color or dye, im- 
parting a clear and pure dahliashade, 
and is suitable for dyeing delicate 
fabrics. 

8. We further find that said pyok- 
tanin is used and sold as a medicinai 
preparation and has medicinal proper- 
ties, and alcohol is not a component 
thereof nor used in its preparation. 

4. Wefind that resorcine is a chem- 
ical compound and a coal tar prepar- 
ation, not acolor or dye, and refer to 
and adopt our observations and find- 
ings in G. A. 506 relative thereto. 

he oe claim that pyok- 
tanin is dutiable at 25 per cent. ad 
volorem, as a medicinal preparation, 
under paragraph 75, N. t. and that 
the resorcine is dutiable at 20 per 
cent., under paragraph 19, N. T. 

There are a number of voal tar 
dyes provided for by specific names 
in the tariff, but pyoktanin or the 
methyl violets are not. Pyoktanin is 
one of a series of voal tar violet dyes; 
because it may be used, or is used, 
for the treatment of certain disorders 
of the human body, it does not ap- 
pear to us sufficient to remove it from 
its classification as a coal tar color or 
dye. Several coal tar colors or dyes 
are mentioned in the United States 
Dispensatory as having medicinal, 
or supposed medicinal, qualities, but 
if pyoktanin, which is a fancy name 
for one of the series of methy] violets, 
should be held by us to be dutiuble 
as a medicinal preparation because it 
may be used in medicine as well as in 
the urts, we should be disregarding 
the provisionsof section 5 of the tar- 
iff act it we failed to hold it as sub- 
ject to the higher rate. 

In accordance with the views of the 
court in Metheson et al., 49 Fed.Rep., 
274, itis ouropinion that this article 
called ‘‘pyoktanin’’ was properly as 
sessed for duty at 35 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 18, N. T., 
and that the resorcine is dutiable at 
20 per cent., under paragraph 19, N. 
T., as claimed in protest 33467 a. 

We therefore affirm the decision of 
the collector on protest 33466 a., and 
affirm his decision on protest 33466 a 
concerning pyoktanin, but sustain 
the claim of the protestants as to re- 
sorcine covered by the latter protest, 


NAPHTHALENE, 


In the matter of the protest of Carter, 
Carter & Killiam, against the decision 
of the collector of customs at Boston. 
Mass., as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain naphtha. 
lene, imported per Durham City, 
April 27, 1891, the following is the 
opinion by General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find, (1.) That Messrs. Carter, 
Carter & Killiam imported into the 
port of Boston, April 28, 1891, certain 
naphthalene, upon which duty was 
assessed at 25 per cent., as a chemical 
compound, under paragraph 76, N. T. 

2. That said naphthalene is a chem- 
ical compound and a coal tar prep- 
aration, not a color or dye. 

Itis claimed to be subject to duty 
at20 per cent., under paragraph 19, 

. T,; and in accordance with 
numerous other decisions of the 
board, and of principles recently 
enunciated by the court of appeals, 
we hoid that the claim is well taken, 
and sustain the protest. 


OCHERY EARTHS—RED EARTH, 


In the matter of the protest of J. 
Lee Smith & Co., against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
Yorkasto the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain so-called 
“red earth,’”’ imported per Michigan, 
February 29, 1892, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Somerville: 

The merchandise is invoiced and 
entered as °‘333 bags of unmanufac- 
tured red earth.”’ 

The collector classified and assessed 
the goods as a species of “ochery 
earth,’’ under paragraph 54 of the 
new tariff act, which (following the 
language of paragraph 89 of the act 
of 1883) reads as follows: ‘‘Ocher and 
ochery earths, sienna and sienna 
earths, umber and umber earths not 
specially provided for in this act, dry, 
one-fourth of one cent per pound; 
ground in oil, one and one-half cents 
per pound.”’ 

The importers in their prctest claim 
that the merchandise is not ocher or 
an ochery earth, but that it is duti- 
able at $1.50 per ton, under paragraph 
98 of said act, which assesses that 
rate of duty on ‘‘clays or earth, un- 
wrought or unmanufactured,” not 
specially provided for in the present 
tariff act. 

A sample of the importation was 


submitted toa Government chemist 
for analysis, and he reports that the 
merchandise in question is an ochery 
earth, and the Yoon! appraiser con- 
curs in this conclusion of fact. 

Several witnesses testified at the 
hearing before the board, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the samples 
were not ocher or ochery earth. The 
importers, however, stated that the 
merchandise ‘“‘borders between an 
earth and a rock;’’ that it is more ‘‘of 
the nature of a clay impregnated 
with iron than of an ochery earth or 
paint;’’ and that it is designed to be 
sold and used as “an adulterant” of 
paints in order to cheapen them. 

The article ‘“‘ocher”’ itself comprises 
a class of natural earths, either argil- 
laceous or calcareous, tinted with 
ferric oxides of various colors, the 
chief use of which is as pigments by 
both painters and artists. The calca- 
reous substances which enter into the 
composition of ochers consist princi- 
pally of silica and alumina, but the 
presence of these components is not 
necessarily a test of the article. The 
predominant colors are yellow, red 
and brown. 

“Sienna” and ‘“‘umber,”’ which are 
mentioned in paragraph 54 of the 
present tariff act in connection with 
‘ocher,”’ are mere varieties of that 
article. 

The phrase ‘“‘ochery earths,’ as 
used in said paragraph, is rather 
broad in signification. We can not 
see that it is strictly a commercial 
term, but is rather a descriptive one. 
It means earths, argillaceous or cal 
careous, which resemble ocher or 
partake of its nature in composition 
and uses, It is comprehensive 
enough to embrace all earths or clays 
colored by ferric oxides, and capable 
of use as pigments. (19 Vol. Brit. 
Encyc., p. 87, title ‘*Pigments.’’) 

We accordingly find as facts: 

(1) That the merchandise under 
consideration consists of a calcareous 
earth, colored by ferric oxides, and is 
of a red color, similar in appearance 
to the ordinary red hematites. 

(2) That it is used chiefly as pig- 
ment or an adulterant of pigments 
and is suitable for that purpose. 

(3) That it is chemically and in fact 
an “‘ochery earth,’’ which we find to 
be a descriptive term, and not one 
strictly of commercial designation. 

We hold as matter of fact and law 
that the merchandise was properly 
classified under said paragraph 54. 

The protest is overruled and tne 
collectors’s decision if affirmed. 


NITRO TOLUOL AND DIMETHYL ANILINE, 


In the matter of the protest of 
Schulze Berge & Koechl, against the 
decision of the collector of customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain nitro 
toluol and dimethy] aniline, imported 
per Rhynland, Noyember 27, 1891, the 
following is the opinion by General 
Appraiser Lunt: 

We find—(1) That Messrs. Schulze- 
Berge & Koech! imported into the 
port of New York per Rhynland, No 
vember 27, 1891, certuin nitro toluol 
and dimethyl aniline, upon wh.ch 
duty was assessed at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 76. N. T. 

(2) That said nitro toluol and dime- 
thy! aniline are chemical compounds 
and coal-tar preparations, the domi- 
nant characteristic elements thereof 
being derived from coal tar; that the 
same are not colors or dyes. 

The importers claim said merchand- 
ise to be dutiable at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 19, N. T. 

In accordance with the principles 
heretofore acted upon by the board in 
cases of this character, we hold that 
said merchandise is dutiable as ciaim- 
ed, and sustain the protest. 


PHENYLENDIAMINE AND CHROMIUM FLUO- 
RINE. 

In the matter of the protest of Wm. 
J. Matheson & Co., Limited, against 
the decision of the collector of cus- 
toms at New York as tothe rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain phenylendiamine and chromium 
fluorine, imported per Rotterdam, 
April 1, 1892, the following is the 
opinion by General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find—(1) That Wim. J. Matheson 
& Co., Limited, imported into the 
port of New York, April 1, 1892, cer- 
tain so-called phenylendiamine and 
chromium fluorine, upon which duty 
was assessed at 25 per cent. ad valv- 
rem, the nate provided for chemical 
semponess and salts in paragraph 76, 


(2) That phenylendiamine is a chem- 
ical compound, the dominant char- 
acteristic element whereof is derived 
from coal tar, and the same is a coal 
tar preparation, not a color or dye. 

(3) That chromium fluorine is a 
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chemical salt, is not a coal tar prepa- 
ration, is a mordant, and not a color 
ordye. Both substances are claimed 
by the protestant to be dutiable at 20 
per cent. ad valorem, under para- 
graph 19, N.T. In accordance with 
our findings, the protest is overruled 
as to the chromium fluroine and the 
decision of the collector affirmed 
therein, and as to the phenylendia. 
mine the protest is sustained. 





SO-CALLED LIQUID PARAFFIN, 


In the matter of the protest of 


Shoellkopf, Hartford & Maclagan, 


limited, against the decision of the 


collector of customs at New York as 
to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain paraffin, im- 
ported per Russia, May 12, 1892, the 
following is the opinion by General 
Appraiser Lunt: 

We tind—1, ThatSchoelliopf, Hart 
ford & Maclagan, limited, imported 
into the port of New York, May 12, 


1892, certain merchandise invoiced as 


liquid paraffin, upon which duty was 
assessed at 25 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 76, N. T. 


2. That said merchandise is a dis- 
tilled oil, and is not the article com- 


mercially known as paraffin, 
The importers cluim that said mer- 
chandise is free as paraffin provided 


for in section 2 of the act ot October 


1, 1890, or by similitude under section 
5 of said act. 

The protest is overruled and the de 
cision of the collector affirmed. 





PARAMIDOPHENAL SALZSAURES ; RODINAL. 
In the matter of the protests of C. 


B. Richard & Co., against the decis- 
ion of the collector of customs at New 
York, as to the rate and amount of 


duties chargeabie on certain rodinal 
and paramidophenal salzsaures, im- 
ported per vessels and at dates named 
in schedule annexed, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Lunt: 

We find—1. That Messrs. C. B. 
Richard & Co., imported into the port 
of New York, May 17, 1892, certain 
so-called paramidophenal salzsaures, 
and on the same day and also on the 
23d of June, 1892, and otber days, as 
shown in the schedule annexed, cer- 
tain rodinal, upon all of which duty 
Was assessed at 25 per cent. ad val- 
orem, under paragraph 76, N. T. 

2. That said paramidophenal salzsa- 
ures is a chemical compound or salt, 
and a coal tar preparation, not acolor 
or dye. 

3. That rodinal is a chemical com- 
pound and a coal tar preparation, not 
a color or dye. 


4. That in protest 30,795 a the para- 
midophenal is claimed to be free of 


oo as ap acid, under paragraph 473, 
N. T., or at 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 19, N. T., andin pro- 
tests 30,796 a, 26,351 a, 27,834 a, and 
31,026 a, rodinal is claimed to be duti 
able at 20 per cent. ad valorem, as a 
coal tar preparation, under paragraph 
10K... ZT. 

Under our findings we hold that 
said merchandise is dutiable at 20 per 
cent, ad valorem, under paragraph 19, 
N. T., as claimed, and sustain the pro- 
tests to that extent. 





ACETATE UF COPPER. 

In the matter of the protest of A. 
Klipstein, against the decision of the 
collector of customs at New York as 
to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain so-called ‘‘ver- 
digris,’’ imported per Olympia, April 
25, 1892, the following is the opinion 
by General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find, 1. That Mr. A, Klipstein 
imported into the port of New York, 
April 23, 1892, certuin merchandise 
upon which duty was assessed at 25 
per cent. ad valorem, as a chemical 
salt, under paragraph 76, N. T. 

2. That said merchandise is acetate 
of copper and a chemical salt, and is 
not suvacetate of copper, or verdigris. 

The importer claims free entry 
under paragraph 749, N. T. 

Upon our tindings the protest is 
overruled. 


OIL OF MUSTARD, SYNTHETIC, 

In the matter of the protest of 
Fritzsche Bros., against the decision 
of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 


duties chargeable on certain oil of 


mustard seed (artificial), imported 
per Procida, May 13, 1892, the follow- 
ing is the opinion by general Ap- 
praiser Lunt: 

We find, 1. That Messrs. Fritzsche 
Brothers imported into the port of 
New York, May 13, 1892, certain so- 
called oil of mustard, synthetic, upon 
which duty was assessed as an essen- 
tial oil, at 25 per cent. ad valorem, as 
provided in paragraph 76, N. T, 


2. That said merchandise is a chem- 
ical compound, a coal tar preparation 
not a color or dye, and in its chemical 
constitution is substantially identical 
witb the essential oil of mustard ob- 
tained from mustard seed, and said 
merchandise is commercially known 
as an essential oil by the name of oil 
of mustard, synthetic and is distilled. 

It is claimed to be dutiable at 20 per 
cent. ad valorem, as acoal ter —* 
tion, under paragraph 19, N. T. 

Upon our findings we hold that duty 
was correctly assessed upon this 
a it being known as an essential 
oil, 

The protest is overruled. 





SODIUM CARBONATE AND HYDROQUINONE, 


In the matter of the protest of 
Merck & Co., against the decision of 
the collecter of customs at New York 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain sodium carbon- 
ate and hydroquinone, imported per 
Rotterdam, April 4, 1892, the follow- 
ing is the opinion by General Ap- 
praiser Lunt: 

We find,1. That Messrs. Merck & 
Co. imported into the port of New 
York, April 4, 1892, certain so-called 
sodium carbonate and hydroquinone, 
upon which duty was assessed at 25 
per cent. ad valorem, as chemical 
compounds or salts, under paragraph 
76, N. T. 

2. That said sodium carbonate is 
identical with that passed upon in G. 
A. 1347, and is highly purified sal 
soda or soda crystals. 

3. That hydroquinone is a chemical 
compound,and a coal tar preparation, 
not a coloror dye. 

it is claimed that the sodium car- 
bonate is dutiable at one-fourth of 1 
cent per pound, under paragraph 83, 
N. T., and that the hydroquinone is 
dutiable at 20 percent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 19. N. T. 

In accordance with the principles 
heretofore enunciated by the board, 
we hold that merchandise aforesaid 
is dutiable as claimed, and we sus- 
tain the protest. 
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Dr. Tatt’s Trademarks Sold. 


One of the most important transfers 
of a proprietary medicine that has oc. 
curred in a number of years has just 
been consummated in the sale of 
Tutt’s Liver Pills, Tutt’s Hair Dye, 
Tutt’s Expectorant and Tutt’s Sarsa- 
parilla. The business was founded in 
1848 by Dr. W. H. Tutt, under whose 
name it has since been conducted, 
although for some time past his son, 
Mr. Lewis Tutt, has been active in 
its management, and but for his un- 
timely death it would have been per- 
petuated by him. Since the death of 
his son, which was caused by drown- 
ing while in the Adirondacks last 
September, Dr. Tutt has evinced a de 
sire to retire from the cares of busi- 
ness and return to his old home at 
Augusta, Ga., and the sale of his 
trade-marks has resulted after a good 
deal of negotiation. It is reported 
that the price paid was $1,000,000, and 
there is also a rumor that the price of 
the pills is to be raised. The business 
is to be conducted under the name of 
the Dr. Tutt Manufacturing Oo., and 
while the personnel of the syndicate 
which furnished the money has not 
been made pubiic, it is understood to 
include a number of New Yorkers.

Canadian Petroleum Matters. 


During the twenty-five years that 
we have been acquainted with the 
Petroleum industry of Canada there 
have been many ups and downs, many 
unlooked-for and startling changes, 
and many violent depressions and 
booms. Ifthe producers do not look 
ahead and profit by the experience of 
the past, then that experience has 
been in vain. At present all on the 
surface appears fair and propitious. 
Crude is worth $1.20, and the country 
is comparatively not over-stocked 
with retined oil, so that the refining 
trade will be fairly brisk aud steady 
for three or four months to come. 
The stocks of crude are moderate, 
and if we are let alone and not 
influenced by outside considerations, 
or any large wells or new and pro- 
lific territory, the prospects for 1893 
as far as prices are concerned may 
run up to $1.50 or over. But—and 
here this ‘“but'’ is not to be lightly 
disregarded—we have not our own 
markets in our own Canada. There 
is a big cloud—a storm cloud—hang- 
ing over the trade, and any day this 
storm may burst, scattering losses on 
every hand. Though this storm has 
gathered and the clouds lower, it may 
pass over; let ‘us hope it may, but 
still it may burst. The cloud we see 
is the big stock of Ohio crude held at 








Lima, Ohio, and most of it bought in 
at about ten cents per barrel. This 
three or four million barrels of stock 
can be doubled at any time, as the 
plugs have only to be drawn out of 
the hundreds of wells to fill any empty 
tankage on short notice. Can we then 
be indifferent to the future when we 
see that a break in the American mar- 
ket may reduce values to such an ex- 
tent that our market here may be 
flooded with cheap American re- 
fined? With crude at say T5c 
per barrel, and handicapped 
as our refiners are by the gravity 
flash test, our manufacturers would 
hardly be able to keep our market 
clear from the attacks of our dreaded 
rivals. Immense efforts would and 
are being made to-day by the Ameri- 
cans to obtain possession of the mar- 
ket of the Dominion, and once they 
grasp it it would be difficult to wrest 
it from them. If such an event should 
occur, good-bye to our producing and 
refining prospects till the enormous 
stock of American crude was got rid 
of by consumption. And further, to 
illustrate the insane, frantic desire of 
the American producers for more oil, 
their contractors have hundreds of 
wells in course of drilling and pre- 
paration. If those wells are but ordi- 
narily successful the present enor- 
mous stock of American crude will be 
greatly added to. And then again, 
but let a disturbance of the money 
market, owing to a foreign war or 
other causes occur, we should witness 
avetroleum scare on the other side 
such as now we have very little idea 
of. If a new era of production 
is found by what is termed wild-cat 
ting, then look out for your 75c oil. 
We say that producers should let 
“well”? alone, and be content with 
what they have, even at the present 
very remunerative rates. As we have 
pointed out our production is and will 
be ample for this season’s business, 
and it would but to imitate the folly 
of the Americans to encourage greater 


develupments, or at any rate till we 


see the end of the American glut of 
crude.—Petrolia Advertiser. 
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Canadian Petroleum Tariff. 
The question of duty on petroleum 


is seriously agitating some of our 
contemporaries. ‘The utterances have 
a remarkable family likeness, and the 


matter, manner and time of their pub- 


lication shows that some word of 
command has been given which is 
being obeyed all along the line. As 


publicists, we can scarcely say that 
the question is approached by them 
in the way the real position of the in- 
terest concerned among us demands, 
and we shall endeavor to place it in 
what seems to us to be the true light. 

The oil industry in Canada is not a 
new thing, and there is scarcely a 
business in the civilized world since 
the discovery of petroleum that has 
been exposed to more severe and vio- 
lent fluctuations. In the early days 
of this industry among us, when 
the Canadian production in propor- 
tion to United States production 
was much greater than it is now, 
our United States friends imposed a 
duty of only twenty cents a gal- 
lon on our crude, and forty cents a 
gallon on our refined entering there 
—-the small American gallon at that. 
It was not a question of percentage of 
duty with them at all. Calculated ac- 
cording to the methods some people 
use, the duty then imposea on us 
averaged 1,000 to 3,000 percent. It 
was intended to be—and it was what 
it intended to be—prohibition of im- 
portation of our oil there. 

The early oil operators in Canada 
thus had a very bitter experience, but 
the effects of confederation in giving 
aiarger home market—-the increase 
in consumption—gradually remedied 
this state of matters, and the time 
came when the general market con- 
ditions admitted of its export to Eur- 
ope. Now, to show how closely this 
industry was watched and repressed. 
Refiners began to ship to the 
United States the residues, for 
which then, in Canada, there was 
not much use. The ordinary general 
tariff rate was imposed at first, as 
the article was not particularly speci- 
fled; but so soon as the importation 
began to be felt, the conditions of ad- 
mission were altered so as to be vir- 
tually a prohibition of the import of 
this—the same as with straight crude 
and refined. Theircrude at that time 
was $5 to $6 a barrel and ours $1 25 to 
$1 50. 

Bye and bye the conditions of pro- 
duction changed, and crude there 
became much cheaper. Canadian re- 
finers could not continue to export, 
and the disastrous losses experienced 
in consequence by the oil interest can 
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only be understood by those who have 
£One through a shrinkage crisis. 

The altered conditions of the busi- 
ness generally called for reconsidera- 
tion of the excise and customs laws 
regarding it, and in 1877 the MacKen- 
zie government made the duty at the 
point at which it now stands, and 
abolished the internal revenue tax 
which then was on petroleum. 

But about the time the Conserva+ 
tive government took office, a ve 
serious evil began to manifest itsel?. 
Our inspection system as to safety 
was not so complete as now, and our 
fire test was much lower. Importa- 
tions of unsafe oil were made and a 
great number of fatal accidents en- 
sued. In the interest of the public 
safety, the Government had to get 
down to its primary duty—protection 
of life. This was dealt with in 1881. 
The regulations under which the 
public administrations of this busi- 
ness is carried on, were all made then, 
having the public safety in view, ana 
they have worked well and most 
efficiently for the purpose aimed at. 

But again, since that time produc- 
ing conditions in the United States 
have somewhat changed and at pres- 
ent crude is produced there cheaper 
than we can doit. 

The general condition of our indus- 
trial policy must now be referred to, 
The question of Security to Invest- 
ment, which was made the funda- 
mental utterances of the Government 
in 1882, when appealing to the country, 
was indorsed and ratifled by the 
country, and the Government con- 
tinued in power. 

The well known policy of a civilized 
country, where vested interests are 
concerned, and the specific assurance 
given by the country to investors and 
those who develop its resources, have 
thus kept oil men in Canada pushing 
on, With the result that the produc- 
tion has doubled in ten years. That 
ratio of increase without any of the 
favoring influences of large strikes. 
such as the United States has had ex- 
perience of recently, is very yood. 

It will, of course, be kept in mind 
that the economical conditions of oil 
production are largely affected by the 
general tariff system ; and all articles 
required eitherin production or man- 
ufacture have their prices affected by 
the national system. Outside com- 
petitors, of course, are not subject to 
these conditions at this stage. 

It likewise has to be kept in mind 
that the National Policy system, 
which is intended to develop growth 
and diversity of industry, cannot 
necessarily come to its maturity in 
one year vrin ten years. Industries 
must all have a beginning in some 
locality, somewhere, and the ery that 
the whole country is taxed for one 





locality is thus ridiculous. As a 
nation we are a unit. Inside the 
national area, favouring circum- 


stances will speedily determine in- 
dividual investment in specific in- 
dustries. Oil price remained so low 
in Canada for years that no en- 
couragement existed for exploration 
after new tields. From recentattempts 
it would not be surprising tv tind 
a new field struck any day; and there 
are some places in this province— 
notably in Gaspe—that under favora- 
ble conditions might develop into oil- 
centres. As to our Northwest, the 
government’s own report showsit only 
to be a question of time with settle- 
ment and establishment of communi- 
cations for an enormous field to be 
developed there. 

Therefore, because at present the 
conditions of production in United 
States make it cheaper to produce 
than in Canada, are we to forget the 
past when the couditions were differ- 
ent? are we to ignore the contribu- 
tion the oil indust:y makes to the 
general taxation system of the cou.- 
try and the vested rigtts the indus- 
try har acquired, 

The accumulation of such experi- 
ences in every business created that 
feeling which grew and was formu- 
lated into the national policy, and apy 
change that muy be made should be 
in harmony with the general prin- 
ciples of that system. 

At present, oil men require the pro- 
tection, but the duty itself is not 
added to the cost of the goods. Some 
most rubbishy statements as to prices 
are circulated. Ina recent gigantic 
mental effort on the part of some one, 
oil was said to be 10 cents in Portland 
and 28 cents in Montreal. The lv 
cents in Portland means 12 cents for 
our gallon, and as good oil of Can- 
adian manufacture has been sold all 
season in Montreal at 1244 cents. Our 
readers will remember our recent re- 
ference to wine gallon and imperial 
gallon measures. 

‘Two can play with statistics. There 
are statistics and statistics. If the 
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battle is to be by statistics, the work- 
ings of the general system of oil dis- 
tribution in United States may be 
statistically referred to, and two 
things would be established, namely, 
that United States oil men and their 
satellites are no philanthropists, and 
that the Canadian operator gives full 
value for the price. 

The amount of capital, time, and 
life efforts expended in the develop- 
iment of the Canadian Oil industry 
should really keep people of any 
power of thought, or even common 
sense, from indulging in the pension- 
ing talk we hear so much about. Let 
us all have confidence in the general 
policy of the country. All existing 
duties and regulations are there be- 
cause when established, such were 
deemed to be best in the public in- 
terest. 

Increased science in manufacturing 
has shown where one change might 
be'made. Our fire tes‘.is unnecessarily 
severe,and che cost of manufacture and 
resuit of same are thereby adversely 
affected. Particularly in the way it 
bampers our manufacture of the finest 
kinds of burning oil, is the test over- 
strict. It could be advantageously 
reduced a few points with our present 
system of inspection. Several of the 
States in U.S.—as there euch state 
regulates this mutter for itseif—have 
somewhat lowered their tests in re- 
cent years which were put up as high 
at one time as ours. Such alteration 
of test law would involve some change 
in- system of manufacture, which it 
would take some ti e to adjust; but 
if any otner legislative chanye is called 
for at present, we would say let the 
industry have due and timely notice, 
so that its case can be properly pre- 
sented and the inquiry entered into 
what the last 14 year, pulicy means 
anything, and whether our industrial 
system isto be fretted away piece- 
meal whenever changes in price take 

lace in a competing comm dit 

rom another couutry. Against suc 

disturbances and the fluctuations 
arising from them, the National Poli- 
cy was speciall, intended to protect, 
Operations in Canada have been en- 
tered into under this idea, and the 
fact that U. S. having at present an 
abnormally large crude production, 
should not influence governmental 
action su as to wipe out acommunity. 
For quality and price, the people of 
Canada are better served by their own 
oil men than ever before and the gen- 
eral dolicy will ere long in this mat- 
ter, receive an ample vindication. 

The state of production io U.S. to- 
day may be that of Canada to-morrow 
‘The result of the drill cannot be anti- 
cipated’ Conmercial policy must be 
fixed and consistent %o jsecure any 
result whatever. The partisans who 
talk swindle, monopoly, oil kings and 
such trash, are absolutely ignorant 
of what they profess to write about. 
The real stake in the matter is—the 
existence of the entire oil industr, of 
Canada, and we do not think at pres- 
ent that the country is prepared to 
vote that out of existence with all the 
inevitable consequences.— Canadian

Coal Burned in London. 


Some 13,000,000 tons of coal are 
burned in London yearly. About 
4,000,000 are utilized by the gas manu- 
facturing compunies; 9,000,000 are 
burned in household and industrial 
fire grates. Each ton cuntains suffi- 
cient ammonia to produce, if treated 
with sulphuric acid, twenty-two to 
twenty-eight pounds of sulphate of

tons. As the price of sulphate of 
ammonia is £9 10s the ton, the mone- 
tary loss is £94,905 every year. If we 
were less wasteful we should not be 
so much obliged to ransack Chili and 
Peru for artificial manures, 

It is agreeable to learn that the 
nitrogenous matter in the 4,000,000 
tons of coal which are used every year 
by the gas manufacturing companies 
is now being made a considerable 
source of revenue. The value of sul- 
phate of ammonia asa fertilizer is now 
beyond dispute. When nitrogen has 
been deficient in the soil the applica- 
tion of 450 pounds of sulphate 
ammonia to each acre gave an in- 
crease of nearly four tons .f potatoes. 
Sulphate of ammonia, although not 
quite so active a fertilizer as nitrate 
is held iu the soil with greater tenac 
ity. It contains 24 per cent. of am- 
monia, which is equal to 20 per cent. 
of nitrogen. Then there are the tarry 
hydrocarbon compounds, from which 
(thanks to the discovery of Kiskham 
and Perkins) beautiful aniline dyes 
can be extracted. 

The tar has been a source of such 
revenue to the gas companies that it 
may be seriously stated that every 
year there is more coloring matter 
sent into the atmostphere of London 
than would dye all the fabrics woven 
by English looms within the same 
time. If we take the waste of the 
hydrocarbons to equal 20 per cent. of 
the fuel burned, we shall find that in 
the 9,000,000 tons of coal burned in 
the metropolis 1,800,000 tons of hy- 
drocarbons are lost. In other words, 
some 16,000,000 cubic feet of rich hy- 
drocarbons are every year uselessly 
thrown into the air of London, and 
the loss is £400,000.— National Review.

Prices of Chemicals and Drugs in San 
Francisco. 


San Francisco, Dec. 22, 1892. 
The difference in the price of drugs 
between this city and New York has 
long been notable, and an instance 
where it was brought prominently 
under my notice may be of some in 
terest to your readers, I may premise 
by saying that little better than a 
jobbing or retail list can be obtained 
y the press in San Francisco, so 
studiously are the price lists sent out 
by some large houses in this city 
concealed from the prying eyes of the 
newspaper reporter. Manufacturers 
in this city have long been handi- 
capped, in particular instances, b 
the prices charged for chemicals need- 
ed in their business when compared 
with those charged their more fortun- 
ate competitors uf the Atlanticslope. A 
house in this city had long wondered 
at the prices at which their Eastern 
competitors could lay down goods in 
this market. They needed for bleach- 
ing purposes certain chemicals, and 
in this city a for them the follow- 
ing prices: Sal tartar, 25 cents per 
ound ; zinc dust, 80 cents per pound; 
owell saits, 60 cents per pound. 
Finding they could make no money 
at this they sent East to purchase the 
same articles, when they found they 
could buy sal tartar at 5% cents a 
pound, zine dust at 7% cents a pound, 
and Lowell salts at 13 cents a 
pourd, so that bleaching cost our 
San Francisco people about five times 
as much as it did their competitors in 
the manufacturing centers of the 
east. Sal tartar is sold here at a

What Glass Makers Are Trying To Do. 


Commenting upon an alleged analy- 
sis of the glass situation in an obscure 
trade paper, the National Glass Bud- 
get, which is evidently inspired, thus 
discourses of the objects and plans of 
the manufacturers in the estern 
district : 

Manufacturers have not made much 
effort to raise prices beyond the 
prices prevailing, which are slightly 
above the cost of making. Their 
main efforts in their various Western 
meetings have been to suggest some 
feasible plan of co operation outside 
of an arbitrary trust or combination 
to keep prices within reach of the 
consumer and at the eame time ob- 
tain alittle more than cost prices for 
their glass. The manufacturers, large 
and small, have been complaining 
about tke unsatisfactory character of 
the workmen, and their conduct has 
resulted iu adding tothe cost of mak- 
ing glass. Tanks and pot furnaces 
have had more spare places than was 
ever known in the history of the trade. 
The demand for glass has been un- 
usually brisk for the past three 
months, and most of the manufactur- 
ers have sufficient orders to keep 
them busy until late in February. It 
is impossible for the business to ex- 
pand this fire owing to a scarcity of 
workmen, and all the additional capa- 
city is ae compensated for by the 
stoppage of pot furnaces caused by 
the shortage of natural gas, so that 
there is really no more glass made 
this fire than last. The low price of 
foreign glass is brought about in the 
efforts of foreign manufacturers to 
compete with low priced American 
glass, which has been unusually low 
for the lasttwo years. Thecheapness 
of the American product has brought 
about a poo consumption, and every 
box of glass made is needed to sup- 
ply the demand. There is a senti- 
ment in the East for French glass, 
It yets the preference over American 
window glass often undeserved, as 
many Pittsburg brands are sold in 
direct competition with foreign glass, 
and dealers claim that there is less 
breakage and it travels better than 
French ware and is equal in quality. 
American manufacturers have been 
trying to elevate the standard of 
quality, but they don’t have the co- 
operation of their workmen, who 
kick on their bills if glass is assorted 
equal to the French standard. Amerie 
can workmen must make sacrifices 
and co-operate with the manufactur- 
ers if they expect to shut out foreign 
glass. American glass is as weil 
melted aud made as French glass, but 
the quality must stand side by side 
with the French if they expect Ameri- 
can manufacturers to retain their 
markets and give them steady em- 
ploy ment.

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The Cottonseed Crop. 

The cottonseed production of the 
South, more particularly in its rela- 
tion to the cotton oil output, can no 
longer be regarded as a mere side 
issue of the cotton crop. On the con- 
trary, the cotton oil industry has pro- 
gressed during the past decade ina 
way which renders its condition 
and prospects a matter of prime 
importance. The effect of the di- 
minished cotton crop of 1892 upon 
the cottonseed oil industry in 
various ramifications is therefore 


worthy of close attention. The 
subject, in fact, is already being dis- 
cussed in the light of Bradstreet’s re- 
cent estimate of the season’s cotton 
production, while actual manifesta- 
tions are not lacking in regard to the 
current prices for cottonseed and for 
oil which indicate that the industry is 
confronted with different conditions 
from those which obtained in regard 
to it for several years past. 

A prevalent opinion which finds ex- 
pression in the southern press is that 
the present season will develop an 
aggregate crushing of cottonseed 
smaller than that of last year by the 
game ratio that the cotton crop of 
1892, as estimated by Bradstreet’s at 
6,460,000 bales, is below the cotton 

roduction of 1891. The statement 
s made that the shortage of the cot- 
ton crop, which necessarily decreases 
the supply of seed available for the 
purposes of crushing, is affecting 
the operations of the mills at cer 
tain localities and causing a restric 
tion of their operations. This, it 
would seem, applies more particularly 
to the concerns located in the lower 
Mississippi valley which are depend- 
ent upon what is known as “river 
seed,’ i. e., thattransported from the 
plantations to the mills by water 
routes on the Mississippi and its 
affluents. It is in this distriet 
that the heavy rains early in the crop 
year produced the most extensive 
damage, and the greatest proportion- 
ate shortage in the cotton yield, the 
falling off being estimated at an av- 
erage of probably 50 per cent., which 
would necessarily be refiected in the 
operations of the seed crushers 
throughout the same district. It. 
should, however, be considered that 
the sharp advance in the prices paid 
for cotton-seed by the mills must 
have a decided effect in districts 
where the cotton croup decrease is less 
marked. 

Cottonseed is essentially the cash 
crop of the south. No other product 
of the farmers in that section is so 
immediately convertible into money. 
The invariable custom among the 
erushers is to pay cash for seed on de- 
livery to the millor the transportation 
agency by which seed is carried to 
the mill. Notwithstanding this fact 
the bulky nature of tke _ pro- 
duct limits the area from which 
it can be pree: marketed, and 
reduces the pues on of the entire 
yield of seed availabie for crushing 
purposes. The total yield of seed is 
ey estimated at a ton to every 
two bales of cotton. More accurately, 
the average is about 1,100 pounds toa 
bale of ginned cotton, so that last 
year’s crop of 8,600,000 bales yielded 
about 4,730,000 tons (of 2,000 pounds 
each) of seed. The closest estimate 
of the amount of seed from the 
1891 crop marketed for the pro- 
duction of oil was 1,265,000 tons, 
about 267-10 per cent, or a little 
over one-quarter of the whole yield 
of the south. The remaining three- 
quarters of the seed crop, with the 
exception of the proportion used for 
seeding the next cotton crop, for 
feeding or for direct fertilization, 
practically went to waste, though the 
greater propurtion of it must neces- 
sarily be regarded as unavailable for 
the market on account of questions 
of transportation. 

Last year the average price paid for 
cottonseed by the principal crushers 
was in the neighborhood of $6@8 per 
ton. The present price ranges from 
$10@12 per ton up to $15@18 per ton 
in some localities. The inference is 

lain that the increase in price will 
es a larger percentage of the avail- 
able supply to the crushers. In the 
past a haul of about ten miles from the 
farm to the railroad station or steam- 
boat landing nas been regarded as 
maximum area within which seed 
could be collected for the mills. The 
fact that the price paid has been 
nearly doubled is therefore likely to 
have a corresponding influence upon 
the area of collection, and would ne. 
cessarily reduce the deficiency in the 
proportion of the seed sold to the 
crushers, Jerking the estimate cot- 
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ton production of the present year, 6,- 
400,000 bales, the aggregate amount of 
seed it would yield is 3.500,000tons. If

Week endin Jan. 1,to Dee. 23, 
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approval or disapproval of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The original Senate bill, passed 
in -1885, had a provision author- 
izing the commission to _ investi- 
gate the question whether pooling 
was advisable, and report to Con- 
gress. When the measure came be- 
fore the conferees the House con- 
ferees insisted upon the elimina- 
tion of that clause, and Mr. 
Reagan was especially persistent, and 
refused to sign the report unless the 
clause was taken out. This was done, 
and the bill passed. I have noticed 
recently that Mr. Reagan has experi- 
enced a change of sentiment on the 
subject, for I hear he is out in a letter 
in which he favors the granting of 
authority to competing roads to make 
contracts for division of freight, sub- 
ject to approval by the commission.” 

These remarks do not seem to indi: 
cate any deep-grounded opposition of 
the senator to the amendment, but 
rather the reverse, though of course 
his attitude may be modified to some 
extent by the appeal by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in its recent re- 
port for the passage of the amendments 
already proposed by it. As has al- 
ready been pointed out, one of these 
amendments makes railroads or 
other cerporations subject to the act 
indictable for criminal offenses under 
the statute, officers and agents being 
now alone punishable; another is de- 
signed to prohibit carriers from carry- 
ing interstate traffic at any other than 
local rates until the joint tariff shall be 
pubiished and filed, and authorized or 
ratified in writing, filed with the com 
mission by each of the carriers par- 
ties to such joint tariff, while still an- 
other change proposed is an amend- 
ment of section 860 of the Revised 
Statutes designed to make that sec- 
tion as broad in its protection as are 
the immunities provided by the Con- 
stitution. These amendments the 
commission declared to be an im- 
perative necessity as the luw now 
stands, and added that they would 
be even more necessary to enable 
the commission to perform its duties 
under the proposed amendment to 
the pooling-clause. As regards these 
amendments there can be no doubt 
that Congress will be called upon to 
acton them promptly. Senator Cul- 
lom has declared his intention to have 
the bills incorporating these amend 
ments reported to the Senate at the 
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earliest practicabie day, and to insist 
upon their consideration by the Sen- 
ate. 





Iron Cinder Paint. 


According to a memoir recently 
published, the cinder from puddling 
and encandescent iron furnaces can 
be converted into red paint of more 
or less body. The difficulty consists 
in reducing the cinder to a sufficient- 
ly fine powder; this is effected by 
means of an improved crusher and 
pulverizer. The result of the opera- 
tion would be to obtain 40 per cent. 
of cinder in a state in which it can be 
put into fine paint, simply mixed with 
the ordinary oil mixture. The re- 
maining 60 per cent. can still be util- 
ized as a coarser dark red paint, such 
as is used by the railway companies 
to preserve iron and steel from oxidiz- 
ing. Thetreatment ofthe cinder.is 
as follows: To 1,000 kilos of cinder 
crushed so as to enable it to pass 
through a sieve of 100 perforations to 
the square centimeter add17_ to 200 
kilos of sulphuric acid of 66° B., the 
quantity of acid beingin proportion 
to the lighter or darker shades of 
paint required. This mixture is 
worked first by hand, and then in « 
mechanical mixer; when the com- 
pound is thoroughly well mixed, it is 
putinto abin and there allowed to 
sweat. This chemical action mani- 
fests itself by a rise in temperature 
to 150° or 155°. The cinder consists 
principally of silicate of protozide of 
iron, and the sulphuric acid elimin- 
ates the weak silicic acid, and a sul- 
pees of protoxide of iron is formed. 

f this is calcined by the admission of 
air, it is converted into free sesquiox- 
ide of iron and sulphurous acid, 
which is extracted. The sweating 
lasts about four days and then shows 
itself accompanied by exhalations of 
steam and a greenish discoloration of 
the powdered cinder. As soon as the 
reaction ceases each of the retorts of 
the calcination oven is filled with 220 
kilos of the mass. The fire of the 
oven is fed with raw petroleum and 
compressed air. The retorts are 
raised to acherry red heat, and the 
cinder during the calcination is re 
moved in order to bring it as much as 
possible into contact with the air, so 
that the oxidation may be rapid. In 
three or four hours the dark and 
heavy cinder is converted into a red, 
light and somewhat doughy mass.

**mill” consists of a wooden cylinder 
about eight inches in diameter and a 
foot long, thickly studded with short 
iron brads in regular spiral rows. 
This is in a box and is caused to re- 
volve rapidly, either by hand or by 
simple horse power. ‘Che roots are 
soaked in water a few days, generally 
washed, and are then grated into a 
coarse pulp by this single mill. The 
pulp collects in a box under the mill, 
and is dipped into a “strainer,” a 
flouring box, with a brass wire web 
bottom ; clean water is poured on, and 
the pulp agitated by hand, till the 
starch is all washed out; then the 
pulp is thrown into a heap or spread 
on the land for fertilizer. The water 
used in the starch, soaking the roots 
and for other purposes. is employed 
in some cases as a fertilizer, and has 
a fine effect on plants, such as toma 
toes, eggplants, ete. A few years ago 
all the starch was made by hand, but 
now most of the manufacturers have 
mills, 

Those who make the starch by hand 
need invest not more than from $15 to 
$50 in barrels, vats, -grater, etc. As 
there is so much light work about it, 
it is usually family work, a whole 
family doing all that has to be done 
in the way of trimming roots, wash- 
ing, and feeding the grater, and they 
earn all they need to make them com- 
fortable in that balmy land where an 
out-of-door life is a possibility —more 
—a blessing. . 

The countie plant can be relied up- 
on at all seasons of the year, anu is 
always in condition to produce starch, 
except after a forest fire. Then, while 
the plant is forming a new top, the 
percentage of the starch is too small 
tor profitable manufacture. The pulp 
which remains afier the starch is 
washed out will remain mvuist and in 
a state of terment fur years after it is 
thrown in heaps, the surface only be 
coming dry; and when fermenteda d 
dry, the punies eat the vut-ide or rot- 
ten purtion, but no animal will eat 
the fresh pulp or drink the water 
from the starch, which cuntains a 
large proportion of the fine particles 
of the pulp which pass ‘hrough the 
siraier. This water is called ‘red 
water ’ from ita color, und the cooutie 
muker has as much fai-h iu its ter. il- 
iziug powers a8 cattle weu have in

to propaga.e the plant from the seeds 
as it grows so luxuriantly from the 
roots 

This wonderful plant could and 
should be propagated on a large scale, 
not only because of its cheap produce 
tion of laundry starch, but because it 


beautiful arrowroot. If planted at 
the will of the planter, two acres would 
hold as much compite as is now found 
wild on 160 acres. The industry is 
growing and the planters, so far, are 
making money by it.

Cost of Preparing Caustic Soda And 
Bleach by the Electrolysis of Salt. 


Many processes have been proposed 
and tried, experimentally, for manu- 
facturing caustic soda and bleach 
from common salt by electrolysis, but 
actual figures of the cost of such pro- 
cesses have never heen ascertained, 
or at least published. The first time 
that impartial figures have been made 
public was in a communication to the 
Society of Chemical Industry, by 
Messrs. Cross aud Bevan. 
chemists, on that occasion, gave a 
long account of the cost of the Le 
Sueur process, and, though the ac- 
curacy of some of the items is debat- 
able, the estimate gives a sufficiently 
correct idea of the cost of the elect- 
rolysis of salt to make it worthy of 
record. 

A plant to treat 18 tons of salt per 
day of 24 hours would comprisé a pair 
of engines, each of 1,200 I, H. P., 
dynamosand electrolysing vats. The 
cost of maintaining this 2,400 I. H. 
P., with coa! at 10 shillings per gross 
ton, and depreciation at 10 per cent. 
per year on engines and boilers, 
would amount, on very liberal allow- 
auce, to £60 per 24 hours, or 4d. per 
horse-power hour. The loss from in- 
dicated horse power to electric power, 
delivered at the terminals of the vats 
may be taken at 17 per cent, so that 
the effective horse power would be 
2,000 H, P. This would give a current 
of 331,555 amperes at 4% volts, and 
the available ampere-hours in 24 
hours for the work of decomposition 
would be 7.957.320. Each ampere hour 
ig theoretically able to produce 0 00292 
ibs. of chlorine und 0.0033 lbs of 
caustic s da, 80 that with a pos-ible 
effiiezey of 80 per cent. in the 
Operation, the actual daily output in 
his case would be 83 gross tons of 
cul rine, equal to 22 43 gross tons of 
bleach, and 9.378 gross tons of caustic 
soda.

This would bring the expenditure per 
24 hours to £161, as compared with 
£280 receipts. Thecost of the plant 
would be about £50,000. The item for 
£30 per day for renewal of anodes and 
diaphragms seemsextravagant, ‘I'he 
diaphragms are composed of parch- 
ment paper and asbestos cemented 
tegether with coagulated blood 
albumen, and they require renewal 
every 48 hours. The anodes are com- 
posed of rough rods of gas carbon, 
and have to be renewed every six or 
eight weeks. What the total con- 
sumption of anodes and diaphragms 
in this plant is, is not given, but £30 
per day must surely be a mistake.

The Opium Market. 


One of the chief points of interest 
to dealers in drugs last month has 
been thé all-round increase in the 
price of opium. The movement which 
led to this rise is supposed to have 
begun in Smyrna and Constantinople 
early in November; but it caught on 
at once in London and New York, 
and progressed day by day in a lively 
but rather unsteady flicker until the 
end of the month. At the present 
moment the excitement has been re- 
duced to a steady glow, and the up 
shot of the whole business, so far, is 
that prices are generally about ashill- 
ing per fb. higher for the various 
kinds of druggists’ and manufactur- 
ing opium says the Chemist and Drug- 
gist, while the holders of finer grades 
of the drug, such asnewcrop Salonica 
whuse demands were considered ex- 
cessive five weeks ago, have now no 
difficulty in selling at slightly higher 
prices than they would have been 
willing to accept them. On the whole. 
the enhancement in value of opium 
since the beginning of the present 
activity may be said to average 
roughly 20 per cent, and while early 
in November there were more people 
eager to sell than to buy, the position 
is now entirely reversed. 

The progress of the movement has 
been carefully chronicled week by 
week in our Lond :n trade report and 
in the telegrams from our Smyrna 
correspondent, and buyers of opium 
and opium products throughout the 
country have therefore had e ery op 
portunity to lay in stock before the 
advance had becone serious, Our in- 
formation, however, leads us to thi: k 
that not 809 many have taken advant 
age of the warnings convesed to them 
as might be expected. A consider 
abla amount of business, certainly, 
has been done in London during the 
last four weeks, but there has been 
much less buying for distriLution to 
the retail drug trade than for specula- 
tive and manufacturing purposes. 
Opium has been unusually cheap for

seriously, but it is certainly very pos- 
sible that a disastrous opium harvest 
(and that would by no means be an 
unusual eccurance) might cause a 
further advance, not of 20, but of 50 
per cent. within a few days. On the 
other hand, even if the crop of 1893 
should prove asatisfactory or perhaps 
an abundant one, there Is no very 
great margin for a further decline. 
These are the considerations which 
should guide retail buyers, who can, 
perhaps. buy a stock of this drug to 
greater advantage than many others 
pecause itis not liable to deteriora- 
tion. The wholesale dealer—at least, 
the one whose business compels him 
to dispose of his purchases in the same 
condition of manufacture in which he 
acquires them—is in a much less 
favorable position for buying. A 
slight fluctuation in the market, which 
does not sensibly affect the smaller 
dealer or the manufacturer, often 
means to him the conversion of an 
imaginary profit into an unpleasantly 
real loss. For such a buyer the golden 
moment, we should think, has alread 
flown ; for there is little doubt that al- 
though the recent advance was based 
upon genuine and demonstratable ad- 
vantages in the position of the drug, 
it has been unwarrantably inflated 
and magnified, as such fluctuations 
always are, by clever speculators, On 
the Turkish markets especially the 
movement seems to have been carried 
far beyond its legitimate bounds, and 
a certain back-wash is sure to follow 
the wave. The approaching holida 
seuson which habitually damps all 
but the strongest markets, is also 
likely to affect the pozition of opium 
to sume extent, to the temporary ad- 
vantage of buyers. But when these 
reactions have hai their effect some 
recrudescence uf demand from bona- 
fide and speculative buyers may 
again be expected. While the mar- 
ket is in the trough between these 
two waves the season seems oppor- 
tuuve for buying. At7s or 78 6d per 
ib wholesale, “second druggists’ ”’ 
opium can hardly be a very risky in- 
vestment—at any rate, for the buyer 
who knows that he wiil be able to dis- 
pose of his purchase to the ordinary 
consumer within the twelvemonth It 
woul be extremely rash to suggest 
that there may be a fortune in it for 
the investor, but thereare indications 
that, in political parlance, the flowing 
tide is with it.

News features are notany more pro- 
minent inthe drug market than in 
other branches of trade at this time, 
still there is a larger volume of busi- 
ness to be reported than is usual in 
the last week of the year, even though 
the orders are in nearly all cases 
scaled down to the absolute needs of 
the buyers. Manufacturers, jobbers, 
and smaller dealers are in the agony 
of stock-takipg, but still they take 
time to watch the market care- 
fully, and contrary to precedent, 
there is a _ speculative feeling 
abroad, which augurs big tran- 
sactions and _ sharp fluctuations 
in values, as soon as the trade get 
through with the labor of settling up 
the year’s business and finding how 
well or how poorly they are equipped 
forthe coming campaign. There are 
a pumber of articles on the list that 
are liable to undergo decided 
changes during the first few weeks of 
the new year. In the past week a 
remaikably large number of price 
changes have been made, and as usual 
most of them have been in the na- 
ture of an advance, It is notewoithy 
that very little change in the number 
or form of drug houses occurs with 
the passing of the year. Though the 
margin of profit has been as close, if 
not closer in 1892 than it ever was be- 
fore, most people are closing their 
books with more satisfaction with 
general results and a greater confi- 
dence in the future than they have 
felt for at least a decade. Below we 
give lists of the more important 
changes in quotations occurring since 
our last issue:

such as to portend higher prices, and, 
therefore, while they are trying to 
keep themselves posted, they are not 
sending in many orders. In bulk the 
ruling quotations are 13@13%c, and 
pound bottles are generally held at 
19@20c, though some holders refuse 
to consider orders for the latter at 
less than 21c. In view of the prospect 
of an outbreak of cholera next year 
and the fact that the cost of produc- 
tion has been increased because of 
the enhancement of prices for crude 
material, present quotations are eon- 
sidered low by those who have closely 
fullowed the course of events in this 
market, 

Castor Oil.—In view of the short 
crop of beans and the resulting high 
prices, manufacturers have advanced 
the price of No. 1 oil to 14¢ in barrels 
and 14c in cases. 

Chloral Hydrate.—Mail advices con- 
firming previous cable reports of a 
combination of the manufacturers 
have been received this week, and ac- 
cordingly selling prices have been re- 
adjusted. For lots of less than 100 
lbs the quotations are, for crusts, 
$105 in bulk and $115 in pounds, and 
for crystals, $1 10 in bulk and $1 20 in 
pounds. For larger quantities than 
100 lbs, 5c less than these prices is ac- 
cepted. No protection against a de- 
cline is guaranteed for stock on hand. 


Chlorate of Poltash.—Prices have 


further advanced, but it is expected |} 


that the stock now arriving will have 
a depressing effect. Particulars of the 
situation will be found in our chemi- 
cal market review. 

Civet.—The market is firmer and 
somewhat higher, the present quota- 
tion being $2 25@2 40 as to quantity. 
Supplies are light, but the demand is 
not very urgent, 

Cod Liver Oil.—Only jobbing sales 
are reported and the market hasa 
tame appearance. The quotations 
are $23 50@25 for Lofoten and $22@ 
23 for Finmarken. 

Ergot.—Speculators are controlling 
the market at present with the result 
that prices are forced up to com- 
paratively high figures ard may 
be put still higher. The specu- 
lative movement has been enc »uraged 
by the cholera reports from the other 
side, which carry with them the pros- 

ect of small future shipments from 

ussia and Hamburg. A consider- 
able business has been done here 
since our last, but itis impossible to 
get particulars, as the transactions 
were of aconfidential nature. It is 
stated that large sales of German were 
made at 40@45c and that Span- 
ish sold at 45@50c, but at the 
close the former was quoted at 50c, 
and the latter at 55c, though it was 
reported that these figures could be 
shaded. One firm is reputed to be 
trying to get control of the market, 
and most of the recent purchases are 
said to have been made on its account. 

Epsom Salts.—There has been no 
change in pricea, but in view of the 
strong position of the article an early 
advance is not considered to be im- 
probable. We continue to quote 
1@1c as to quantity. 

Nitrate of Barium.—In sympathy 
with the position of raw material the 
market is very firm at 6%@7c. There 
is more inquiry but no business of 
consequence. Chlorate of barium is 
higher, being how held at 27@29c. 

Nitrate of Strontia.—The demand 
from the fireworks manufacturers is 
setting in, but as yet business is com- 
paratively light. We hear of sales 
of 20 tons for delivery over the first 
six months of 1893 at full figures, the 
quotations being 8%@8%c, as to style 
of package in round lots; jobbing 
parcels command slightly higher fig- 
ures than these.

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Solubility of Cream of Tartar in Diluted 
Aleohal.

The solubility of cream of tartar in 
water, wine and other liquids at vary- 
ing temperatures has Leen carefully 
studied by M.Chancel; but no figures 
are given for other dilute alcohol than 
that of 10°5 per cent. 

With a view to use in some analyt- 
ical precesses the following determi- 
nations were made: 

Measured amounts of a saturated 
aqueous solution of cream of tartar 
were mixed with the calculated 
amount of 92 per cent. alcohol, to 
give residual liquids of the desired 
strength of aicoho]. These were re 
peatedly shaken and allowed to stand 
for some days at a temperature of 


ZA wpproximately 25° C., and then meas- 


ired amounts of the liquids were 
ltered of and titrated with deci- 
normal solution of sodium hydrate, 
using phenolphthalein as the indi- 
cator. The following results were ob- 
tained:

Sulphate of Copper. 
(Continued from Dec. 26, page 30.) 
The crystallization is carried out in 

lead lined wooden tanks, in which 
strips of copper are suspended, and 
the crystals form on the bottom and 
sides of the tank, and in groups on 
the metallic strips. The process lasis 
8-12 days, and the result is more sat- 
isfactory. the lower the strength of 
the liquor has been, the more com- 
plete the neutrality, and the slower 
the rate of eooling. 

In order, therefore, to obtain a good 
product, it is necessary to employ 
crystallizing vats of large capacity (3 
to 4cubic meters). The crystals are 
drained by a centrifugal machine, 
and are then dried, the temperature 
not being allowed to rise above 25°. 

The first mother liquors serve to di- 
lutethe chamber acid employed for 
solution. Theimpurities of the cop- 
per gradually accumulate (iron, 
nickel, cobalt, manganese, etc.) in 
these liquors, and it becomes neces- 
sary to eliminate them. This is done 
by concentrating to 46° B. in leaden 
boilers heated by steam, the salt 
which crystallizes is purified by a 
fresh crystallization, and the_ last 
mother liquors are precipitated by 
metallic iron and the copper thus re- 
gained. 

The sulphate of copper snow, pre- 

ared specially for vine cultivation, 
is obtained in the same manner as 
the finely divided sulphate of iron. 

One hundred kilos. of granulated 
copper furnish in practice 375 to 38v 
kilos. of crystallized sulphate, CuSQ,, 
5 aq. When the copper used is very 
fine the yield may rise to 385 kilos. 
About 240 kilos. of sulphuric acid of 
60° B. are employed for 100 kilos. of 
copper. The purified sulphate gene 
rally contains 98 to 99 per cent. of 
CuSO,, 5 aq. 

The precious metals (gold and sil- 
ver), of which perceptible traces 
occurin all commercial copper, ac- 
cumulate in the muddy deposits 
formed in the various vats. These 
deposits sometimes contain silver to 
the extent of 2%, so that its extriction 
becomes profitable. Messrs. de 
Beechi and Gall have rece tly pat- 
ented a process for the manufacture 
of sulphate of copper, which consists 
in directing a current of sulphurous 
acid,compressed air and steam on cop- 

er contained in a tower and scrap 
eated to 100°. A stream of mother 
liquor is allowed to flow down the 
tower, and becomes saturated by dis- 
solving the sulphate formed by the 
action of the sulphurous acid, ete. 
On leaving the tower it is run over 
wooden tables covered with lead; the 
rapid cooling produced by the large 
surface causes the deposition of a 
crystalline magma which is redis- 
salved in hot water and again allowed 
to crystallize. In this way a sulphate 
of 98-99 per cent. is obtained,

Aniline Colors.—These colors have 
been in limited demand during this 
week and this will probably continue 
until the holiday season is over and 
the new year’s business fairly on the 
way. 

Aniline Oils.—This specialty has 
undergone no change since last re- 
ported, and, while a fair business 
continues, there has been no large 
sales transacted, dealers continuing 
to quote the former range of 16c, ac- 
cording to quality and holder.

The Coloring of Soap and Candles. 


The problem of giving soaps and 
candles a beautiful color, at a low 
extra cost, has become quite an im- 
portant one at the present day, the 
consumer in gener! giving prefer- 
ence to the colored goods. 

The solution of this task, which is 
now a familiar one to the manufact- 
urers of soap, and especially of toilet 
soaps, is a much more difficult one to 
the candle maker; for while in col- 
ored soaps the requirements are lim- 
ited. to a beautiful color that will re- 
main unchanged on exposure and not 
cause stains in washing, candles make 
the additional demand that the color 
must not interfere with the bursing 
of the candle. 

The latter point adds a material 
difficulty to the coloring of stearine 
and wax candles. 

Regarding soap, the first point to 
be observed is to select the proper 
shade of the flower corresponding 
with the perfume used; for instance, 
an almond soap is left white, rose 
soap is colored pink or red, mignon- 
ette green, etc. 

The colors from which the soap- 
maxer may select are exceedingly 
numerous, for not only are most of 
the aniline colors adapted for his pur- 
pose, but also avery great nur:ber

If an orange 
that is wanted, a trace of fuchsin 
(red) may be added to the yellow 
colors named, The use of some un- 
bleached palm oil with the stock 
answers a similar purpose, but the 
color fades on exposure. A mineral

—~ and disadvantages as chrome 
red. 


tively recent time the latter 
were probably exclusively em- 
ployed, but the advance in 
the tar color industry in 
later years has brought about a not 
inconsiderable change in this respect. 
A very prominent advantage of the 
mineral colors in their stability, i.e., 
not being changed or in any way 
affected on the exposure to light. 
This advantage, however, is offset in 
many cases by the wonderfully beauti- 
ful effeet of numerous aniline colors, 
and by the more difficult method of 
application in the case of the former. 
The specific gravity of mineral colors 
being rather high in most cases, they 
will naturally tend to settle towards 
the bottom, necessitating crutching 
or the soap until it is too thick to 
drop the color. For mottled soap 
however, cinnabar (vermilion) and 
ultramarine are still largely em- 
ployed. 

For transparent soap, of course, 
mineral colors are not applicable, as 
they would detract from their tran- 
sparency; for milled soap, on the 
other hand, they are very well ad- 
apted, as also for cold-made soaps 
which require crutching anyway until 
a sufficient consistency is obtained to 
keep the coloring material suspended. 

A notable disadvantage in the use 
of aniline colors, besides their sensi- 
tiveness to the action of light, is the 
fact that a majority of them is af- 
fected and partly destroyed by the ac- 
tion of alkali. A few of them are 
proof against a small excess of lye. 
and these may be used with a good 
effect. Cerlain firms have made a 
specialty of manufacturing colors an- 
swering the peculiar requirements of 
soap and being very easy of a. 
cation, as they are simply dissolved in 
boiling water and stirring thesolution 
into the soap. To some colors alittle 
weak lye is added, others are mixed 
with a little oil before they are added 
to the soap. 

For a soluble red color there were 
formerly used alkanet and cochineal ; 
at present they haye been displaced 
to a great extent, on account of their 
high cost, by ‘fuchsin’? which is very 
cheap and of remarkable beauty. A 
very smallamount of it suffices for 
an intense color, nor is a large pro- 
portion desirable, as the soap would 
then stain. Very delicate tints are 
also produced by the phtalein colors 
of which those named rosbengal, 
rhodamin, and eosin are most com- 
monly used. These colors, when dis- 
solved, have a green fluorescence 
which heightens their beautiful effect.
